2. (U) FOR SILVER FROM STANTON. TOWARD A NEW EZHI 
POLICY? A FAX SHOULD BE WAITING FOR YOU WITH THE 
RELEVANT PASSAGES FROM THE JUNE 27 HIRC TESTIMONY THE 
PRESS DID NOT PORTRAY THE OVERALL TONE OR THRUST OF THE 
TESTIMONY ACCURATELY, AND SEEMED INTENT ON FINDING A 
NEGATIVE MESSAGE WHERE NONE WAS INTENDED. 
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3. (C) FOR HALLFORD FROM STANTON. CONTINUING TO PRESS 
ON WU. IF DIANE'S REPORTING CABLE GOES OUT THIS EVENING 
YOU WILL SEE THAT THE U/S TARNOFF DFCTDSD TO CALL IN ZHOU 
WENZHONG THIS MORNING TO PROTEST THE CONTINUING DETENTION 
OF WU AND OUR LACK OF CONSULAR ACCESS. TARNOFF STRESSED 
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THAT HE WAS CONVEYING THE PERSONAL CONCERN 




AND jjm KliSi'UNSE TO iHlrENSIFYING QILOU INTEREST, LIULOU 
HAS ASKED FOR A PAPER ON POSSIBLE LEVERS ON CHINA TO 
INDUCE THE RELEASE OF WU. THE DEADLINE IS WEDNESDAY 
(THE NCS POLICY MEETING IS STILL SCHEDULED FOR FRIDAY ) 
ONE CONCRETE CONSEQUENCE OF CONTINUED HIGH-LEVEL INTEREST
